HE first performance of 
Ben-Zion Orgad'’s “HaZvi 
Israci.” a Symphony for Or- 
chesira and Baritone solo, 
was given at the I.P.O.'s Spe- 
cial Concert at the Edison. 
Jerusalem, on Thursday. The 
24-year-old composer wrote 
the work during the war on 
the text of David's lament 
over Sau! and Jonathan, 
“HaZvi Israel the Beauty 
of Israel is slain ubon thy 
high places.” With such an 
emotional theme. we were 
puzzied by the strange ab- 
stractness that pervaded its 
30 minutes. There was not 
the least trace of colour, or 
much melody. It is construct- 
ed according to a dry for- 
mula, as in a r@ort. We pre- 
fer the “David” Symphony of 
M Mahiler-Kalkstein, not to 
mention. Leonard Bernstein's 
Jeremia Symphony, com- 
posed at the same age. Lipa 
Horenstein was the soloist and 
Leonard Bernstein conducted.
